It in-n violation of the 
British sense” of, justice, 
even thouth it is technieal- 
ly protected by statutory 
and common law. Nor, in 
thin case, can it be plead-

. overworked — magistracies. 
The woman's offence came’ 
_ within summary jurisdic- 
tion, and once the necessary 
evidence’ had been cottect- 
ed, could and should have 
been dealt with ‘expedi- 
tiously. Instead, the alleged 
offender was kept in gaol 
and, from’ her: family for 
five months presumably be 
cause the prosecution 
couldn't care less. 


At one remand hearing it 
was indicated ‘in’ court that 
the necused had “a record,” 
but we fail to ‘see how that 
justifies recurrent requests 
for a remand in custedy on 
u relatively minor charge, 
Whatever the alleged 
offence, a person surely is 
entitled to actrial within 0 
yensonable period, And no 
one cin suggest that five 
months in the remand gaol 
rates as reasonable, 


The public ‘feels distressed 
about this particular affair 
and most certainly does not: 
uxpect to, see it repented, 
Justice needs. “to be awift 
as well ag certain if-it is 
to be held in esteem by 
the community.

His daughter, Erika Mann, 
told the United Press her father 
hug died of a thrombasls after 
a pericd of general weakness, He 
was 80 years old. 

Mann, who fied’ from Ger- 
many in 1933 offer the rise of |

in Holland and had been flown 
to Switzerland for medical 
tention. * 

He won the Nobel, Prize for 
Iterature in.1929;,/ for such 
novels.as “Buddenbrooks,”, his 
first great work; published in 
1901, and |."The' ‘Magic Moun- 
toin", publistted in'1924. 

SZORY OF EXILE 

But soine, of mls’ most power- 
ful writing came in the troublea 
years when he was making the 
decision to quit Germany and 
was living in Switzerland and 
the United States as un exile, 

During those yeurs, as fe be- 
came adjusted to the life of a 
wanderer in a world where 
primitive power was in the 
siuddic, he wrote ‘Joseph in 
Egypt," the stcry of Another 
exile, ° 

During the upheaval of 
World Wer Il, he completed 
the Joseph saga with “Jdéseph 
ond His Brethren.” 

Only two months ago, on 
June 6, congratulations from all 
over the world had poured into 
his’ modest home at Erlenbach, 
near here, to mark his 60th.

clocks. 


-.Essen said in his letter. that the atomic clock 
would. record time but would have no resemblance 
with ordinary clocks. It would have an error rate 
calculated-at only one ten-thousandth ofa second 


per day. Ordinary astronomic clocks calculate for |
